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Of Aucustus Roy Fietrcuer. 








THIS fingular charaéter was an inhabi- 
tant of Glenorchay ; and principally fup- 
ported himfelf by hunting and fifhing. A 
faithful dog was his attendant ; the gun and 
the dirk were his companions. Some- 





by “ bit firft appearance on ary flage’’—for 1! timesy-iipdeed, he exchanged the gun for 
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the fifhing tpear, but was never feen with- 
out one or the other of them. At a dif- 
tance from focial life, his refidence was in 
the wildeft and moft remote parts of the lof- 
ty mountains, which rere the country 
of Glenorchay from that of Rannock. In 
the midft of thele wilds he ereéted his hnt, 
where he paffed the fpring, fummer, and 
autumn, and a confiderable part of the win- 
ter. He had a few goats, which he oc- 
‘cafionally tended on thele lofty cliffs. Thefe, 
ith his dog, gun, the f{pear, and the dirk, 
Phelted plaid, hole, and bros, conftitvted 
he whole of his property. While his goats 
d among the rocks, and wide extended 
heaths, .he ranged the hill and foreft in pes 
fuit of game. He returned to his little flock 
in the evening, and conduéfted them to his 
folitary hut. He milked them with his own 
hands, and after making a comfortable meal, 
laid himfelf down to reft in the midft of 
themi. By day they were his principal care, 
and by night they were his only companiors, 
except thedog. He wifhed not to affociate 
with any of his own {pecies, either male or 
female ; and yet if the ftep of the wan- 
dering ftranger happened to aa his 
little cabin, Auguftus Roy was humaneé’and: 
hofpitable in the extreme. Whatever he 
poffeffed, even to the laft 'morfel, he cheer- 
fully beftowed upon his gueft ; ata time 
too when he knew not certainly where to 
procure another morfel for himfelf. Strange, 
that aman, who apparently had nd affe€tion 
for fociety, fhould be fo much difpofed to 
exercile one of its nobleft virtues ! Such 
was the mannerin which this extraordinary 
man fpent the greater part’of the year ; but 
when thechill blaft of December returned, 
when the exceffive coldnefs of the climate for- 
ced him to depart from themeuntain, and to 
quit the folitary cell, he ‘condefcended to 
hold fome intercourfe with mankind, he 
repaired to the village ; but he entered with 
relu€tance into fociety, where no man 
thought as he did him{felf ; whereno man 
lived or aéted in his peculiar manner. In 
this fituation he difcovered evident fymptoms 
of uneafinefs and difguft, To remove the 
languor of an intercourfe in which he found 
no enjoyment, he went early every morning 
to the hill and the wood ‘in fearch of game, 
and when he returned; he ftole unobferved 
to reft. if he ever felt the force of love, it 
muft have been in a very moderate degree, 
for he hardly ever difplayed any propenfity 
to that paflion ; and yet he dreffed lees the 
manner of the moft finifhed coxcomb., The 
belted plaid and the dirk were fitted on with 
a wild and affe€ted elegance ; and his bon- 
net, which was very {mall, was in a fimilar 
tafte. His hair, which was naturally curled, 
and very thick, was always tied with a filken, 
or variegated cord, which he efteemed as 
one of the brighteft ornaments. His look 
was lofty, though he condefcended to be his 
own butcher, cook, and baker ; and when 
he killed a hare, or game of any denomination, 
he preparedt. himielf for eating. Under all 
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thefe circumftancés, fo feemingly depreff- 


ing, he was haughty end, high-minded in 
the cxttemmss{iliiecs Ail Mat for want 
of food, »he would not deigu to-afk any per- 
fon living te’beftow on him the {mallet pit- 
tance. In conformity to eftablifhed cufoin, 
he took off his bonnet to what is called a 
gentleman, but he did it with reluétance, 
and in a manner which indicated contempt, 
rather than refpeét, for the perfon whom he 
addreffed. Upon the whole, Auguftus Roy 
Fletcher, merited the appellation of a molt 
fingular charafter. In circumftances the 
moft humiliating, he had hardly his equal 
among the proud and haughty. Among 
coxcombs, he would make a diftinguifhed 
figure.—He could neither read nor write.
